THE HOCKEY SITUATION. 

The hockey situation at the College just now is no doubt occu- , m trying to smooth over matters and 
pyaoff a prominent place in the minds of all devotees of spoil;, or, 
at any rate, it should. There has been a good deal of somewhat 
futlk discussion on the part of promoters of amateur hockey in 
this city on the possibility of disbanding the City and Montreal 
leagues and evolving from the teams formerly composing them a 
new body. This proposal has been renewed several times, and 
with the determined stand taken by the Athletic Association in 
the matter, the situation haa come to a head. While the other four 
teams of the City Leagiie have expi'essed themselves as favouring 
the new plan, McGill and M.A.A.A. have come out clearly as op- 
posing it. 

It is but right that the Student body should have some idea 
of the reasons whféh'ft'àvé prompted the Athletic Association in 
making its decision, in order that possible misunderstanding may 
be averted. When the facts of the case ai*e laid before them we 
are sure that the Undergraduates will be ready to accord their 
hearty support to the policy adopted. 

In dealing with the matter of competitive sports at McGill, 
and particularly with that of hockey, it must be kept in mind that 
during the last four years conditions have been far from normal. 
In pre-wai' times, this College entered a team in the Intercollegiate 
League, and it is fully expected that with the resumption of acti- 
vity to be anticipated next year there will once more be a team 
wearing the red and white as our representation thero. The In- 
tercollegiate League is under the jurisdiction of the A. A. U., the 
governing body of amateur athletics in Canada, and a strict stand- 
ard is niaii)tained in it, as is only right and proper. { 

^ Now the attitude of the Athletic Association is that it would I 
be exceedingly unwise, in view of the fact that McGill expects to 
operate in the Intercollegiate League next year, fqr the University 
to enter a team in competition with teams whose exaet standing 
with regard to the A. A. U. is unknown, even although the offer 
made to induce such action may be tempting. We must never 
lose sight of the fact that McGill is a College, first and foremost, 
and that for us to prejudice our standing with the other Univers- 
ity teams simply in order to keep the team from idleness woukl 
be the height of folly. 

It is to be hoped that the firm stand taken by McGill and M. 
A. A. A. will be productive of good results and that McGill will be 
able as in past years to operate her franchise in the City League. 
But even should a clash prove unavoidable and the Red and White 
team should be forced to remain inactive, we may feci quite confi- 
dent that the best course has been chosen.

Immediately 
uvoa tae outbreak of war he enlisted, 
goiac awiasas with the first Cana- 
dian diviaioa. Ha took part in tbf 
first eacagaaeat in France and has 
been carrying on over there ever 
since. For his gallant work at Vlmy 
RMge he was awarded tka MiUtvy 
Cross. Unfontuaataly, lie was wound- 
ed ia this engagement Init upon recov- 
ery, returned to hia Iwttery. Since 
that time ha has never been oft duty 
due to injury. Ha has persi9nally 
taken command ot the battery during 
many important actions in the aboenoa 
of the oommanding officer. Lately 
HaaineU» has securad a bar to Ids 
Military Cross tot his personal ser- 
vices. 

Capt. Hanlngton says: . 
"We are to-day «t Blogues, a min- 
ing town between Valenciennes and 
Mona. We will remain here for three 
or four days. The great march has 
Just started. We tail along, our di- 
vision for a while behind' the oth- 
ers. Just before we enter Germany, 
we are to take the lead. It will be 
great. That march will be a grand 
thing. We will have our revenge- 
not in blood and iron, but I think we 
will show them that we can rise 
above that. 

"Imagine those people over there 
waiting for us to land In on themî 
Their own army will march back 
through them, tMaten sad brolten, for 
a week. 

"Then, for a few days, no one will 
march. 

"And one morning, in we will swing 
—our lot, h^^rse, foot and guns. A 
victorifflUB army I And surely that is 
revenge enough. All the vaunted 
glory of the German army has not 
proved of worth enough to keep us 
from the sacred Rhineland. 

"Everywhere they are marching on, 
the French, the Belgians, the Yanks, 
and ourselves. 

"And the ghosts of the old 'Con- 
temptlbles' march unseen beside us. 

"This evening, the old fellow we arc 
billeted on— a fine-spirited old chap- 
pointed with pride to the pictures of 
his King and Queen hanging over bis 
fireside, all decked with .flags. He 
brought us up, from where he had 
hidden ihem. the pay books and ef- 
fecu of three of the old army who 
fell here on his very farm in the 
dark days ot August, 1914. Sad re- 
lics, but thingk what they will mean 
to their people. Those were three 
boys of the 1st Norfolks of the 6th 
Division. They fell almost at the first 
shot. We will send their things to 
their regiment, and I am going to 
write to their mothers. I tound their 
addresses. Hope they get the news 
after «11 these years. 

"You should see the stream of re- 
turning refugees pouring back. Every 
army wagon or lorry, is full of them, 
and they march in thousands. They 
carry their kit. push it In whecl-bar- 
rows, wagons and carts and some o( 
them have dogs, goats, cows, oxen, 
horses— almost all animals but sea 
lions and dinoceraaes. One enormous 
wagon came along all decked out with 
flags and pulled by four men and four

sake, we may maintain our end; but 
Ht the cost of all that is best In our 
national traditions and eharaoter. . If 
we base our concepttonf of national' 
welfare on the fulfilment of the mu- 
tual obligations of the citizens, upon 
the sanctity and dignity of the individ- 
ual life, and upon the nobility of ser- 
vice, we' shall not go tar wrong, 
:«-hatev«r development our inaHtutions 
may take." 

Il is this very ethical note wtiicih 
Fayle brings out here, that is running 
through the ^ole of this great pol- 
icy of the BrlUsh Labour Party. 

Recognising the huge task wlii^ 
faces the oeople of Great Britain, the 
British I.<abour Party Is the only one 
who has sought to r,esolutely and firm- 
ly meet the demand. . Not in any 
hurried moment, but calmly they 
looked ahead and provisioned for the 
time. During the war and even a lit- 
!|'^ hefore, old traditions were fx)tler- 
ing and even falling; so that sny sug- 
^wUoa of the reimml of old time tra- 
ditions fn thifi policy is nb arinunent 
against it, btit rather is it In Its fav- 
/ our. We have been learning during 
the war what co-operation moans for 
common ends.- We wlU need to fos- 
ter this In the pollllce of the future. 

Again, in Henderson's book, "Ths 
Alms of Labour," he ssys; "In a wid- 
er sense than has hitherto been un- 
derstood the politics of the future will 
be htcman politics, and the dominat- 
ing party will be the party of the 
roronion people nn'! of IVroorracy. 
niis is certain. The people will have 
it so, tor tie peoiHe are weary of 
wnrs. They have borne too long the 
IneQualities and Injnatieee inherent in 
an économie sytitrm based on conve- 



ntion instead of co-operation. Thej^ 
are coming together in a more ^wer- 
fully organized movement to achieve 
a new freedom, and to establish on 
this earth, drenched with men's 
blood, torn with men's struggles, wet 
with hmnaa tears, a fairer, ideal of 
Ufa." 

Orier's article, wtalca 'follows, 
aroused much interest in the niiads of 
his hearers:—
